like a bulldog on the quest until in the 
middie of July there ~wag practical assur- 
ance that the imperiled steamers were 
safe, 

Altogether 14,000 miles weer traveled in 
this Arctic jaunt Some minor injuries 
were sustained through runining ashore on 
an unchartered sandbank in the Nashagak 
river on Aug. 4. Just how much the vessel 
suffered from this accident is not known 
by her officers, but the injuries are not 
deemed sufficient to cause her to be dry 
docked before spring.

NEW PRECEDENT ESTABLISHED 


WESTERN UNION CO.’S CONTEN-

CHICAGO, Oct. 28.—An important prin-

Judges Jenkins, Grosscup, Baker and Bunn 
of the United States Court of Appecais, 
handed down an opinion to the effect that 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. has a 
right of property in the news vehich it 
gathers and that such right does 1 i cease 
when the news is published on tue tick- 
ers 1ented to its patrons. In laying aown 
this new principle, the Court cf Apprals 
affirms twa decisions of the lower court 
and forever enjoins te National Telegraph 
News Co., the Iilinois Commission Co. and 
other defendants from using the quotations

The ticker, 
with its printed tape, is an implement otf 
means sake to this commercial end, which 
the patron, or the patron’s patron, may 
utilize to the end intended, but may not 
appropriate to some end not intended, es- 
pecially if such appropriation result in in- 
ury to, or total destruction of, the service. 
i short, the law being clearly inadequate 
to that purpose, equity should see to it that 
the one who is served, and the one who 
serves, gets what the engagement 
between them calls for; and that neither, 
to the injury of the other, shall appropriate

ON THEIR HARDIHOOD. 


WAS BROUGHT UP WITH MULES 


Argument as to Their Toughnéss Came 
Up in the Cases of Yen Arrested 
at the Instance of the 
Humane Society. 


Learned dissertations on the hardihood 
of the Missouri mule disgusted Judge Sid- 
ener of the City Hall Police Court this 
morning.* The court interrupted two at- 
torneys, who were wrangling over what 
punishment a mule could stand without 
dropping dead. 

‘Now, gentlemen,’ said Judge 
‘vou needn't try to instruct me. I know 
something about mules myself. I was 


raised with mules. I grew up with mules 
on an Indiana farm, and though they may 
not have been Missouri mules, they were 
good average mules. 

“Tl was around mules so much when I 
was a boy that I reckon I know as much 
about them as either of you gentiemen, 
and perhaps a little more, 1 know what a 
mule can stand without kicking. I know 
just how hard it is to hurt a mulé, and I 
also know when he !s hurt.’’ 

The oceasion of the cou:t's utterance was 
the trial of five men arrested at the in- 
stance of Mrs. Mary W. Calkins, president 
of the GoldeneChain Humane Sociery, on 
a charge of working galled muleg at the 
World's Fair Grounds s 


Sixty Mules 
Are Tied Up. 

Mrs. Calkins and her agents have about 
80 mules tied up on the Fair Grounds, hold- 
ing that their shoulders are too badly worn

to permit them to work without cruelty. 

James Ward, Homer Rrice, Albert Stauf- 
fer. Herbert McGowan and Arthur O'Hara 
were the defendants. Their employers, the 
Rosedale Construction Co,, the Southern 
Construction Co. and the Gray Construc- 
tion Co., had representatiyes present. 

John Gorman, contractor for supplying 
work mules,. testified as to what a mule 
could stand. 

“It doesn't hurt a mule,” he said, ‘to 
work when its shoulders are galled. It is 
better for them to work than to stand In 
the stable, for in the stable they will rub 
their scabs off on the stalle, or bite them 
off and thus open the sores. Most of the 
mules we have out there are green—that is 
not used to work. They will Leecme galled 
until their shoulders grow tough. The 
thine to do is to keep thelr collars clean 
and put on goft patches, but keep the 
mulea@ at work. Rub alum water on their 
shoulders to harden the sores, and after a 
week or so they will be broken in and the 
sores will disappear."’ 

Dr. F. A. Goo@body, a veterinary surgeon, 
corroborated the etatement of Mr. Gorman 
and went further. He said: 

“It never hurts a mule or a horse or a 
man to work him canstantly. Work is good 
for man and t.

It has been hinted that Mr. Carr may be 
an exception to the rule, and that the gen- 
eral run of the layer of odds are not as 
concerned in the uplifting of the turf aa 
is Mr. Carr 

We can only judge by ‘the evidence, 
which in this case shows that bookmakers 
may possibly have as much tnterest In 
getting a field off as the public.
